RETURNS RELATING TO BANKRUPTCY COURT (IRELAND.) 



From the 1st of July 1836, when the Act 6 Will. 4, c. 14, came into operation, until 
the 5th day of October 1837, the sittings of the Court of Bankruptcy, Ireland, were held at 
the Royal Exchange, Dublin, pursuant to the 13th section of said Act. On the 5th day 
of October 1837, Lord Plnnket, the then Lord Chancellor, made an Order, at the urgent 
recommendation of the Commissioners, that the sittings of the Commissioners should, 
from and after that date, and until further order, be liolden in the temporary Courts pro- 
vided for that purpose at the Four Courts Inns Quay, Dublin; and since the 27tn of 
November 1839 the sittings, pursuant to an Order of that date, have been held in the two 
Courts appointed for that purpose in the new buildings immediately behind the Four Courts, 
in which building are also the offices of four of the Masters in Chancery. 

The regular hours for the sitting of the' Court are, and have been generally, from 11 o’clock 
a.m. to 3 and 4 o’clock p.M., and occasionally to 5 o’clock r. m. The Court has sat, but 
not often, at 10 o’clock a.m., and continued its sittings, on urgent and important occasions, 
until 8 or 9 o’clock at night. 



RETURN of the Specific Fees which by any Statute, or any Order or Practice of the

The only Fees required, or received, in the Court of Bankruptcy, under any Commission 
of Bankruptcy in Ireland, are the following ; viz. — 

1. Fee of 4 Z. for every sitting under any Commission before either of said Commis- 

sioners, payable under the 1 Viet. c. 48, s. 7. 

This fee of 4 1. is in lieu of the fee of 3 L, payable under the C Will. 4, 
C. 14, s. 5. 

2. Fee of 3 l. for every conveyance executed by the Commissioners. 

Received under same Act and section fi Will. 4, c. 14, s. 5 ; but not more 
than three deeds have been executed by the Commissioners, or either of them, 
since the passing of the said Act. 

3. Fee of 37. for the Commissioners’ signature to the Bankrupt’s certificate. 

Received under same Act and section. 

4. Fee on taxation of costs received under the Lord Chancellor’s General Order in 

Bankruptcy. 

All the above fees are paid into the Bankruptcy and Compensation Fund 
Account. 

5. Fee of 2 s. G d. for every sitting before either of the Commissioners. 

6. Fee of 5 s. for every Gazette Meeting of Creditors in the Court Chamber. 

7. Fee of 5 s. for every abstract of title approved of by the Commissioners, and 

posted in court for public inspection. 

These four fees, Nos. 4, 5, 6 and 7, are received under the General Orders in Bankruptcy 
of the Right honourable Sir Edward Sugden (now Lord St. Leonards), then Lord Chancellor 
of Ireland, bearing dale 27 March 1843; and, in order to save expense and to afford fuller 
information as to those fees (Nos. 4, 5, 6 and 7), the Registrars beg to refer to the said 
printed Orders in Bankruptcy, dated 27 March 1843, Nos. 11 and 12, and to the said 
printed Returns made from "this Court to an Order of the Honourable the House of 
Commons, dated 2 April 1841. 

The above fees do not include the fees payable to the Lord Chancellor s Secretary of 
Bankrupts, nor the fees payable to the Clerk of the Inrolments in Bankruptcy. 

Besides the foregoing fees received under Commissions of Bankruptcy, the f^s following 
are received under the Act 12 & 13 Viet. c.
